Strike Epidemic 
Sweeps Country; 
Mostly “Sitdowns” 


Spreading over the country like a 
prairie fire, strikes this week in- 
volved industries of all kinds and in 
all kinds of places, ranging from a 
General Motors plant in Canada 
to a cotton gin company in Ala- 
bama, and from a ship-building 
firm in Connecticut to a pie bakery 
in California. 


Most of the strikes are “sit- 
down” affairs. Some appear to be 
set for long sieges. Others have 


been of short duration. New ones 
are breaking out and old ones are 
being settled almost hourly. 


Eighteen theaters in New York 
City settled a controversy after 
members of the motion picture op- 
erators’ union sat idle in their 
booths for two hours. In most in- 
stances the films were stopped in 
the middle of pictures. 

At Springfield, Ohio, 
plant of the Crowell Publishing 
company, anti-union for 17 years, 
granted recognition to the press- 
men’s union after a short “sit- 
down” of about 900 workers.

nishings of the new Gompers room 


would be finalized in conferences 
with Harold D. Butler, director of 
the international labor office, next 


April when Dr. Butler comes to 
Washington to attend the interna- 
tional textile conference. 

The rapid growth of the inter- 
nationa] labor office in recent years 
has created a pressing need for ad- 
ditional oflice space, which the new 
wing will provide. The main build- 
ing, completed in 1926, was design- 


ed to accommodate 370 persons, 
nearly 100 less than are now em- 
ploved. As a result a large part 


of the staff has had to seek accom- 
modations elsewhere. 


The Gompers Memorial room 
will be dedicated to the memory of 
Samuel Gompers, president of the
